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Fliorida Judge Refuses to Grant 


Citizenship of Elderly Residents 


Attorneys Claim Judge Abused His Discretion

SAN FRANCISCO - A federal 
Judge's refusal to grant citizenship 
to seven elderly immigrants because 
they do not speak English was an 
abuse of the judge's djiscretion，ac- 
cording to Bay Area immigration 
attorneys. 

Although the Immigration and 
Naturalization Act exempts from 
the English language requirement 
persons who are over fifty years old 
and who have been livingthethe US 
for at least twenty years，US Dis- 
trict Judge Kendall Sharp recently 
denied citizenship to seven immi- 
grants in Florida who qualified 
under the“S0-20”exemption law. 

PERSONAL PHILOSOPHY 

The ruling marked the first time 
in Florida'”s history that a judge re: 
jected a citizenship application 
based on that ground，said George 
Waldroup， spokesman for the 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS). 

Judge Sharp based his ruling on 
“his personal philosophy,” added 
Waldroup， 

“That's an outrage. Idon't think 
judges have the discretion to impose

“Judges take an oath to uphold 
the law,”stated Hitchens.

FBI Investigates Violence 
against Hmongs in Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA 一 TheFBI 
has begun investigations to deter- 
mine whether a wave of violence has 
driven _ large numbers of Laotian 
Hmong people out of Philadelphia 
violating their civil rights,， the New 
orK NicHpipei reported. 

In the Powelton Village area of 
West Philadelphia，Hmongs have 
been beaten and robbed, apartment 
windows have- been hit by rifle 
bullelts，and homes and cars have 
been Stoned over the last two 
months. 


9eng Vang，3a Hmong visiting 
from Quebec last month was beaten 
with a steel rod and rocks on a street 
corner and was left with a brain 
injury and both legs broken. The 
attackers are believed to be Black 
youths， but few in number. 
Community leaders believe that the 
black youths,who sufferhigh rates of 
unemployment， are angered by the 


immigrants receiving aid rather than 
those who were born here. 

Over the past five years，the 
HmongpopulationinPhiladelphia has 
dwindled from 5$,000 to 650. After a 
federal grant of $100,000 was given 
to those remaining in the community 
to open an employment assistance 
office and stabilize the population， 
tensions between Hmong and local 
youth increased. 

Some community leaders who 
have come out in Support of the 
Hmong，such as Ruth Adams，a 
leader in the black commnunity, have 
been threatened, Adams has helped 
to organize a petition drive on behalf 
ofthe Hmong and amarch on alocal 
police station， Seeking increased 
protection for the community. 

"Its shameful that my people

Local screens _ are filled with 
bizarre Sights and unimaginable oc- 
cuUrrences these past weeks, prompt- 

.ing audiences and critics alike to 
concentrate less on the quality of 
the films, and more on finding ways 
to maintain their sanity. 

These mmovies feature acomputer- 
ized lemon packed with political 
jokes, a wandering E.T. in Harlem， 
an adveniture that gets lost in the 
8th-dimension，and a brother-and- 
Sister team that tries one's patience 
and tolerance-. 

SOME ARE AMUSING 

When viewed separately, Somie of 
them are amusing -“cute” probably 
describes them more accurately. 
They are materializations of ideas 
that are perSsonal and on the strange 
side，interesting attempts that fall 
temporarily flat at places if not 
completely on the face. 

The most curious factor about 4 
Jopke of Destinrj, one of these recent 
releases, is that it is a new film dir- 
ected by Lina Wertmuller. Her last 
film， 咏 /ooC Fexkd，was released in 
1979， It _ was a. commercial and 
critical failure - some said that 
failed more miserably than her 
previous filjm, 4 NigHmt FLoFRai7t， 
which is plainly a _ disaster. Since 
then，she had vanished in thin air， 
Or SO it seemed . 

With 4 Jopke oF Desrijzy，she is 


back in top form. It is a typical 
Wertmuller film: sharp in content 
and weak in form. It sways off in all 
directions .whenever She is _ carried 
away by the Situation she is depict- 
ing, and She gets carried away quite 
easily. 

But Wertmuller has clearly 
learned from her previous works. 
The new film is structured in Such a 


_wWay that her weakness is turned to 


her advantage. It is loose and cas- 
ual，allowing her the liberty to in- 
dulge in whatever episodes -she 
chooses _ without appearing awk- 
ward . 

SUCCEEDS 

Though some of the episodes are 
not as crisp and -Snappy as they 
Should be, and the setting up of the 
Situation Simply takes too long, 4 
Jopke Oo Destiny Succeeds on a 
whole. The basic device of the story 
is Simple: the Minister of the Inter- 
ijor is _ trapped，quite aptly，in his 
terrorist-proof car，and it is Up to 
DeAndreiis，a_ member of Parlia- 
ment, to rescue him - not by choice， 
but because the car breaks down in 
front of his villa. 

Wertmuller peoples the film with 
numerous .charcters，all of whom 
Seem to be intensely crazy One way 
or another. This is most obvious' in 
the women: DeAndreii'"s wife imag- 
jnes herself to be Rosa Luxem- 
bourg，sneaking to the wine cellar

FRUSTRATING 

For the innocent Viewers who 
have not encountered a Cassavetes 
film before，getting caught in the 
Seeimmingly endless 了 ove Strea11715 
might prove to be a frustrating ex- 
perience. It is somewhat incoherent 
and incomprehensible. 

Cassavetes，who is usually more 
attractive as actor, and Gena Row- 
lands，who is always mesmerizing， 
play brother' and sister. Their rela- 
tionship is not revealed until we are 
an hour into the filjm, before which 
events from their lives are intercut 
with no apparent logic. 

As Suggested by the title, both of 
them are facing love-related prob- 
lems，and are trying to stay afloat. 
Rowlands,，divorced and deranged， 
Seeks refuge from the womanizing 
Cassavetes. They seem to _ Under- 
stand each other perfectly,， though 
they never Share their knowledge 
with thepuzzled audience. 

Before long the house in which 
they live is populated with animals， 
and at the end Rowlands recovers 
Imiraculously from her mysterious 
jllness, taking off in the storm with 
her recently-found boyfriend . 

If all these themes do not make 
any Sense to you,，and seeing Row- 
lands once again give an excellent 
performance as a_ crazy Woman js 
not particularly your cup of tea， 
maybe you ,should avoid oyve 
ozirea111S.

nited Bank is among the 95$o 
of lending institutions which have 
Signed agreements with the SBA to 
participate in the agency's “bank 
， guaranteed loan”program，Under 
this program，the SBA guarantees 
80Yo to 90% of a qualifying com- 
mercial l1oan，provided the guarali- 
tee does not exceed $500,000. The 

， average loan is for $170,000. 
A second type of SBA loan

WASHINGTON, DC 一 Ear- 
lier this summer，President Ronald 
Reagan proclaimed the week of 
October 7-13 as Minority Enterprise 
Development Week.

designed to promote small 
businesses js the“direct”loan. This 
loan is only available to applicants 
who have been unable to obtain pri- 
vate financing，or SBA's guaran- 
teed loan or participation loan. An 
“immediate participation，， 
loan is one which the SBA and a 
lending institution jointly funds. 


Of the three types of SBA loans 
available，the most widely used is 
the guaranteed loan，because the 
SBA can guarantee much 1larger 
amounts than it can provide 
through direct loans. An applicant 
Imust have been turned down bytwo 
private lending institutions before 
applying for a SBA guaranteed 
loan . 

The direct loans usually go to 
high-risk or start-up businesses 
Which，because they lack a proven 
track record，were denied loans by 
Private lending institutions， 

The immediate participation 
loans are not available on the West 
Coast，because banks here are not 
interested in participating in that 
prIogram, according to David Kauf- 
man, public information officer for 
the SBA office in San Francisco. 


NON-BANK LENDERS 

SBA guaranteed loans may also 
be secured from non-bank lenders， 
SO long as the _ institution is a 
“Tegulated commercial institu- 
tion,”added Kaufman， Examples 
of these organizations include the 
Money Store in San Jose，Atlas 
Savings and Loan in San Francisco， 
and City Federal Savings and Loan 
in Oakland. 

The trend is that non-bank 
lenders will account for an increas- 
ing share of SBA-related lending ac- 


_tivities，according to Kaufman. 


Although Savings and loan in- 
stitutions won the right to make 
commercial loans only within the 
last five years, a growing number of 
them are already entering the loan 
market. Of the 172 lending institu- 
tions which signed up with the SBA 
in Northern California, 26 are non- 
bank lenders， 

These non-bank 1lenders _ are 
usually more familiar with SBA 
guidelines and loans，whereas the 


typical bank loan officer may not 


always be fully knowledgeable 
about SBA procedures，opined the 
SBA spokesperson . 

SBA guaranteed loans usually

Positive con- 
venants may require a borrower to 
maintain a minimum networking 
capital or to carry adequate in- 
Surance，Negative covenants may 
dictate that if the business is a close- 
]y held corporation，the borrower 
may not increase Salaries without 
the lending institution”s approval， 
or that the borrower may not sell 
the business without prior ”ap- 
Proval. 

The lending institution, however， 
is not permitted to require a com- 
pensating balance by insisting that 
the borrower deposit a _ certain 
percentage of the loan proceeds in a 
checking account with the lending 
Organization， The SBA also does 
not allow the lender to impose 
prepayment penalties , 

Although SBA loans designed to 
encourage minority businesses were 
eliminated in 1980 when Congress 
consolidated 21 different SBA loan 
programs，the SBA continues to 
take into_ account an applicant's 
minority status，according to SBA 
SpOokesperson Kaufman. A minority 
business is defined as one which is 
at least $1%o owned by minorities. 

In addition to SBA loans, minor- 
ities are also eligible for non- 
guaranteed _ commercial. loans 
available under the federally- 
Sponsored Iminority Enterprises 
Small Business Investment Cor- 
poration (MESBIC) program， 
noted Heath of United Bank, 

Under the MESBIC program， 
groups Such as Blacks，Latinos， 
Asian Americans and Native

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What Banks Look for in Deciding 
Which Companies Receive Loans 


SAN FRANCISCO - Entrepren- 
eurs _ Seeking financing for their 
businesses need all the friends and 
Sympathizers they can find. Few， 
however, view bankers, and partic- 
ularly potential lenders，in that 
category. And yet according to two 
bankers at American AsSsian Bank， 
the persons who make the decisions 
to lend or not to lend should be 
Viewed as afriendly resource. 

Richard Yu，assistant vice PreSsi- 
dent and manager of the Chinatown 
branch of the bank, .and Thomas 
Chin，vice President of strategic 
planning for the bank，Trecently 
took some time off from their busy 
Schedules to talk with 开 Cst/ rest 
about the factors which they 
consider in determining who will re- 
ceive bank money and who will not. 
(The Chinatown branch caters 
primarily to merchants and busi- 
nesses.) 

INTANGIBLE 

The most ' important factor is an 
intangible one; it is not how much 
money is _ involved. Rather，the 
bankers look at how prepared the 
applicant is to go into the proposed 
business. 

“ITliketo be more invyolved, to get 
to know the individual. By discuss- 
ing the business plan with them，I 
know whether they understand the 
market,”Ssaid Yu，who has been in 

”banking for Over Seven yearS. 

“It's _ like _ a test;” added-Chin， 
himself in the business for ten 
years. “We want to find out how 
they would do，which areas they 
would target，how big a staff they 
think they need. We want to find 
the strengths and weaknesses.2” 

Through the discussion ProcesSs， 
Yu and Chin say they can advise the 
businessperson to do more research 


on one area or another，or to do 
some more thinking on it.“When 
the bank is comfortable with the 


”plan, then we come to the financial 


area,”Said Chin. 

Yuadded that applicants must do 
the initial planning and identify the 
basic idea which they have. Would 
applicants be penalized for not be- 
ing prepared well enough，he was 
asked2? “Of course not,” was his 
reply. 

NOT PENALIZED 

“They would not be penalized， 
but whether it comes to fruition to 
finance or not, (that's another ques- 
tion).， We try to help,”explained 
Chin . 

The ongoing discussion PITOcesS 
results in what Yu described as an 
“individual working rapport，the 
confidence built up between two 
persons.”It is this rapport that can 
Prevent a_ potential borrower from 
Seeking help at one bank for the 
planning，and then turn around to 
obtain a loan from another， 
doesnit always woOrk. 

Yu gave an example of a restauT- 
ant Operator who planned to puUTI- 
chase another site， The bank vice 
president spent many meetings with 
the restauranteur，including five 
after-hours mieetings to _ discuss 
financing，potential obstacles_ and 
other aspects of the impending deal. 
了 Oowever,when it came to financ- 
ing, he went to another bank，with- 
out any explanation. 

“Tt's inherent 记 the culture,” 
said Chin, “to negotiate the best 
rates，best terms, and to use this as 
the basis of argument to leverage 
(deals.)”He noted that these people 
may have a Short term benefit，bnut 
they are missing out on developing 
alongterm relationship with a bank 


and a banker. 
INTERPERSONAL 

The interpersonal relationship 
between the lender and borrower js 
important for other reasons.“ 
want to see how Sincere the person 
is, how organized, how ready,”Ssaid 
Yu,. To make his determination，he 
makes several meetings and is on 
the phone constantly. 

One way to determine the appli- 
cant?s Sincerity is to see“if they are 
willing to put in everything they've 
got” to secure aloan, said Yu about 
the role of collateral， Those who 
only want the bank's money to 
make their money，as Opposed to 
those committed to a project，are 
not as likely to risk everything，Yu 
Oobserved. 

Because banks want to asSist 
viable businesses， and not the 
marginal ones，Chin and Yu cited 
SeverIal factors which they consider 
in loan applications for existing 
operations. Enlarging a business is 
generally a“good Sign,”Ssaid Yu， 
but it takes more than just a good 
track record to obtain the loan. 

Chin gave an example of an 
importing company whose business 
Sales jumped from $200,000 in the 
first year to $1-2 million the next 
year.“Though it had a good track 
record _the first year，it may not 
have the management Skills to han- 
dle the jump. Up to a certain dollar 
amount, they can handle it, then it 
becomes a whole new ballgame. 和 

The bank may also think twice 
about lending money 让 a company 
established in one area wants a loan 
to move into another area, explain- 
ed YU. He had an investor with a 
good track record who wanted to go 
into energy savings _ market， The 
pIoposed product，however, .de- 
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Financing 


pended on the unstable availability 
and pricing of a raw material. “We 
turned down the application 
because of the nature of the market 
and the product,”he said.“Banks 
cannot take the risk for investors.2” 


CHECKPOINT 

Chin concurred，Ssaying，“The 
bank is a checkpoint. We check all 
the points they Should have looked 
at.”The first few months of the 
loan, for instance,，American Asian 
bank is in“almost daily communi- 
cation” with the customer. “We 
want to find out how they are do- 
ing，to observe their operation， 
make Suggestions.” He called this 
an“active interest”in the custom- 
er's business. 

“If we see anything unusual，we 
call them up and find out if there is 
agood explanation behind it,”add- 
ed Yu.A large paycheck for a com- 
pany which had said it would limit 
staffing，for _ example，might grab 
the banker's attention，he said. 

If a business is failing，though， 
despite all the checks,“we have to

Creator of Supercomputer 


Decides to Go Out on His Own

SUNNYVALE .Taking up the 
better part of an average size living 
room，weighing about 65 tons (in- 
cluding 60 tons of water for cool- 
ing)，consuming 150,000 watts of 
energy and costing several millions 
of dollars，the state of the art 
supercomputer”allows its users to 
Simulate Space battles with three- 
dimensional images of spaceships 
existing only in the computer's ran- 
dom access memory， 
岂 As sophisticated as it was, and as 
ftast as it was in doing 100 million 
operations a second, it was still in- 
adequate to analyze the billions of 
bits ofinformation sent by satellites 
collecting data about the earth?s re- 
sources. 


BRAINCHILD 

LU IThe space-aged machine de- 
UL veloped to interpret this data was 
the brainchild of a young engineer 
at the National Aeronautics and 
UL Space Administration (NASA), Mi- 
chael Fung，The patent of the 
machine bears his name.

whole new market，a market com- 
prised of individual users rather 
than governmental and corporate 
only. 

The young engineer stated that 
his Supercomputer would “weigh 
less than 1,000 pounds，be small， 
transportable and affordable.” It 
would also be capable of running 
on as Imuch electricity as now used 
by a portable hair dryer, or even by 
battery power in the event of a 
blackout， 

Fung believed strongly enough in 
his concept that _ little over half a 
year ago,， he left a secure engineer- 
ing job at Hewlitt-Packard to start 
up his own company (whose name 
is still undecided)， 

OWN HANDS 

The decision was not an easy one， 
but his motivation was strong. 
“When I was in high school，I 
dreamed about designing and build- 
ing the fastest machine on earth. 
The MPP (Massively Parallel 
Processor which Fung helped create 
at NASA) was part of the dream， 
but it was not 7 > machine. I didn2t 
build it; I just designed it and built 
the prototype. My ultimate goal is 
to build the machine with my own 
hands!2” 

He took time with Eastr/JFesr to 
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reflect on the reasons why he chose 
to become an entrepreneur. Though 
he admitted that his “couple of 
years With NASA were exciting,?” 
Fung lamented that there, as well as 
the private companies to _ which he 
later went，most of the decisions 
were“made by committee.?” 

With his own company,“Ican be 
on my Own. 工 prefer that no one 
bothers me; Ilike to sit alone and 


do the job.….”As an engineering 下 
Student，EFung recounted that he 医 


was trained to be independent and 
to do much of the work on his own， 

“TI gave UP security for inde- 
pendence.... 工 want to _ create OFT 
(gain an understanding) of the 
market，to produce，design and 
build a _ computer under my own 
control rather than having one or 
two decisions from the top cancel a 
project after I have done the job.” 

HIERARCHY 

Fung noted that in government 
and business，there is a hierarchy 
that controls all action. “IT was a 
victim of a project terminated from 
the top，not because we could not 
finish the job. One of the top guys 
just decided to do something elsel 
That decision was made without 
Tegard to the feelings of the in- 
dividuals (who worked on ib and 
was also a waste of time and mon- 
ey,”he Said . 

In adqition to the independence 
and control he gains with his own 
company，Fung said that he now 
has an overall view of the total proj- 
ect， Working on classified projects 
for NASA，for instance， Tequired 
Secrecy: Iany times those working 
on one aspect of a product did not 
know how their piece fit in with the 
others. 

There is also the sense of satisfac- 
tion that he gets from his _ current 
work， Pointing out that most 
companies do not have minorities 
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Fung at work in his home on a part of the Supercompnuter prototype. 


heading their major deparments， 
and that the opportunities are 
limited，Eung said, “That is un- 
Satisfactory as far as my career is 
concerned. I do not want to pursue 
Something 让 Isee a limit above my 
head.?” 

Another factor which led Fung to 
go off on his own was pecuniary. 
As a government employee of 
NASA，Fung was unable to reap 
any IToyalties from the Supercom- 
puter he developed. Any manufac- 
turer，by paying a nominal fee to 
the US, can build the machine, and 
Fung will not benefit from it. When 
he realized this, the young engineer 
Said,“To hell with it1?” 


了 Oowever, he quickly pointed onut 
that money was not the major mo- 
tivating factor.“If TI was in it only 
for the money，I would build 
personal computers. They?re easier 
to make and you can make money. 
“7Hnis is abig project; (one) that can 
have my name on the patent，that 
can bear OUT names (on the ma- 
chine), and that can be a landmark 
in history.2” 

Despite the obvious enjoyment 
he receives from the.，project， 
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though，EFEung admitted that there 
have been Some obstacles， One， 
ironically，arose from the super- 
computer “sounding too good to be 
true”in his discussions with poten- 
tial investors who are wary of sim- 
ilar claims by other people which 
did not come to passS. 

Another is the complexity of the 
Project.“OUur Specifications are too 
good.， Some venturists (venture 
capitalists) do not have the expertise 
Or the patience to go through oUT 
materials and it is harder to con- 
vince them,”he observed. 

Some of the potential investors 
also Subscribe to the stereotype that 
Asian Americans do not make good 
managers，he asserted. How abonit 
the billionaires in Hong Kong, the 
Successful entrepreneurs from 
Korea and Taiwan，he demanded . 
This stereotype ”which “prevents 
minorities _ from moving up into 
management levels“hurts not only 
Iminorities，but corporations and 
Venture capitalists，too .27”

Fung noted that he learned many

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Un- 
known to many is the high-ranking 
status of San Francisco State 
University's School of Business. 
According to a poll published 
months ago in the wall Street 
Journal, itranks among the top I0 in 
California. The reputable School has 
annually been turning out a whole 
new generation of entrepreneur- 
Spirited graduates. They're 
confident，dedicated，resilient，and 
even a bit naive at times， 

Among them are ASian 
American business majors，aS- 
piring to ridethe crests ofthe growing 
Sectors of today s economy. While 
theymaynotrecall the earlierlegend 
of Horatio Alger，one Student 
referred to the protagonists of 
7T7adizg Placew that film starring 
Eddie Murphy and Dan Akroyd, in 
which the kid from the “ghetto” is 
given the chance to Prove his wit as a 
modern day potentate of the finance 
world.“Ilike that business look and 
attitude of working your way to the 
top,”said Peter Ohno, 24-year-old 
junior at San Francisco State's 
School of Business. 

ENGLISH 

Ohno，whose father is a depart- 
ment general manager for Mitsu- 
bishi, aspires to become an account- 

_ ing ， executive in 3a Stockmarket 
company. He admitted being more 
inclined toward marketing and 
dealing with people，rather than 
statistics， As a Sansei，a third 


generation Japanese American， 
command of the English language 
has given him confidence in com- 


-munication skills，not often found 


among immigrant Students who lean 
Imore heavily towards accounting 
and computers. 

Sui Ngin Wong，a_ professor of 
finance for 16 years at State, told 
EastW 玉 es “There's a growing 
number of Asian Americans going 
into finances. They are looking for 
betterjobs andbetterpay.”Henoted 
further, “Finances is a broad area. 
One can be anything from a 
Stockbroker to a loan officer in a 
bank, or a cost accounting analyst in 
a big corporation.” 

Citingthatthebody ofknowledge 
is more quantitative，he Speculated 
that students who dont speak 
English well enough can Specialize 
more in math, similar to engineering 
majors. He estimated that onehalf of 
the finance majors are in account- 
ing. “They take one to three 
additional courses to get the 
additional concentration in finance 
on their record,”he added. 


The School of Business is made 
up of four departments that provide 
limited specialization in representa- 
tive areas of business and goveIn- 
mental activity and in teaching. The 
departments include accounting and 
finance; business; business 
information and computing Systems; 
management and markets (which 
includes transportation and inter- 
national business.) 
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When East 玫 estasked students 
why they chose business as a major， 
Several different kinds of responses 
were given, aside from anticipating 
beginning salary of $20-24,000 per 
year. 

One female student explained 
thatherparents had swayedher from 
the idea ofopening up arestaurantto 
working for a larger company 
instead. “Tve Spent 9 years in 
America，always being with other 
Koreans.。 工 think there's more 
opportunity in an American 
company than a cormmunity 
business,”she recently concluded. 
Both her parents are struggling 
owners of a dress Shop. 

Won Choe， a 24-year-old 
student in the business information 
and computing Systems department， 
Saw his field as a means to help his 
community.“In the US, youneed a 
lot of money. Workers are 3always 
striking for more. Its better to have 
youUr Own business，make money， 
and then give equal Opportunity to 
WOrkerSs.” 

He asserted, “IT you have no 
power, youcan'tget whatyou want.” 
Choe hopes to _ become a- business 
analyst， Although he initially had 
difficulty in the courses， the 
painstaking -experience has made 
him even Imore determined to 
complete his degree. 

A _ growing concensus among 
business majors is the need to get 
Practical experience immediately 
after graduation.“Before, there was 
ahigh demand for MBA:s (Masters 
in business administration), andnow 
there's a gut ”explained Choe. 
Many students prefer to go straight 
into alargercompany fortraining” in 
the real world.” 

WHO HAS IIME2 

While professors were 
commended for integrating 
classroom lectures with facts about 
today's business world, one student 
claimed “ignorance” about the 
economy. He admitted, “Idon'tread

Supercomputers have many and 
varieduses, all of which share achar- 
acteristic: the need to interpret 
imassive amounts of data. 

The machine developed by Fung 
at NASA is used by the federal 
government to analyze information 
Sent to earth by satellites. The bits of 
information help the _ government 
asSSess the status of the earth?s
